Maryland Jockey Club Announces 
Acceptance of E. R. Bradley’s 
j . Offer for the Big Race. 



nsiltiinore. lltl.. Kfbrnar.v 24. — .Vniorioa’s most 
TaiiioUs titive turf tropli.v. the Woodlawn 

' ase. will la- offered atraiii this .year through the 
:Mar.vlnhd .lockey chih as an ineentive to victory 
tn the Preaknfss Stakes. The ITeakness will Ih> run 
-*o*«e time in May. 

One of the conditions nniier which Kdward It. 
Itradley. the ])roi)rietor of the Idle Hour Farm. 1 h*- 
ca.me the temiKirary iiossessor of the Woodlawn 
\ftse. throiigli the victory of iiis colt. Kalitan. in 
file I’tsmkness last spring, was that the troph.v lx- 
tiht i« i'oinnetition again this year in some race at 
'a*e mile or farther, for three-year-olds, or for 
t hrt‘e-year-olds and over, that had an added money 
'altie of $2..MK» or more. It was not stipitlated that 
this race he a IMmlico race. It was thought likely 
tliat Mr. Itradle.v wottld take the vas«- to Kentiick.v. 
prohalil.v to (’hiirchill liowns. it iiaving beeti offered 
litst at the old Woodlawn .Vssociation’s track at 
lantlsville iiearl.v si.vt.v years ago. Hut he has done 
holliing of the sort. 

couple of weeks ago William I’. Kiggs. the 
Maryland .I<K-ke.v Cltiirs secretar.v and executive, 
got word from Mr. Hradle.v that he desires to offer 
the vase, wiiich, since last spring, has stiwal on tiie 
sidelHoird of his hottsi- at Idle Hour Farm, again in 
the Freakness. Mr. Higgs, on behalf of the Mary- 
land Jm-ke.v Club, has accepted Mr. Hradlev’s offer 
jiltd allnonuced. officially, tlnit the vase will again 
}>e part of tiie Preakness’ attr.iction. Whether Jlr. 
•ir.adley will have a thre**-year-old this coming 
spring of sufficient promise to coiu|>ete in the 
J reakiiess is problematical. He did not develop a 
nigh;class two-year-ohl last year and to acMiitire a 
cunoidate he may liavt* to buy. 

UNIQUE HISTORY OF THE VASE. 

If any otlier ineentive than the Maryland .lockev 
I Inh s offer of $l.’i.tHKt added, which brings th'e 
1 reakness to the level in value of the Ketitueky 
reptiin'd to attract nominations to 
llnillcos best tliree- .vear-old speci.-U, the offering 
of tile W (xxllawn Vase would snpidv it. Possessing 
a history unique in the traditions of Ameriean 
racing, tiie Woodlawn Vase has long heeti regarded 
h.V siMirtsnieu as tiie ttirf’s most desirable troidiy. 
IH'signed in ISdO. hy tiie Tiffan.v’s. and costing 
.'l.tHKt. tile vase was presented to tiie Wixollawn 
-\ssociation, of Louisville, hv tlic late Col. H. A. 
Alc.vander. proprietor of the Wo.xilawn Stud, at 
wliieh tiie celelirated Ix-xington served and died. 
llM first winner was Captain Morris’ fanions old 
mare Moll.v Jackson, and its second was Caiitain 
Uorris’ Idlewild. From IStil to the end of tiie 
civil war it was hnried witli the .\lexamicr fainily 
idate in one of tlie gardens at Wixidlawn. hut it 
was disentoinlx-d in istm, jmd won at Lonisviltc 
liy Harry of tiie AVest. 

The Vase first came east in 1KV7. as a result 
of till- vh'tor.v of Itwycr Hros.’ great colt Hrainlile 
in the (Ireat .tniericaii Stallion Stakes at Louisville. 
James Mclainghlin. Ilien a mere lad, but a youngster 
who Inid alread.v given promise of Itecomuig one of 
tiie greatest of .tmerieau jockeys, rode l.ramhle 
when he won tiie Woodlawn Vase. 

The liwyers did not own (Iravesend track in tlie 
earl.v eighties, so the.v presented the Woodlawn 
Vase to the Coney Island Jockey Club. The Coney 
Island Jockey Clnti offered tlie froitii.v in a fonr- 
iiiile race at .shecjishcad Bay, wliicli tlie late Fred- 
erick l.lebhard's stout -bred flyer Hole won from 
Hushwacker. After Eole the Vase was won two 
.years in siiecession by the Dwyer Brothers’ ecle- 
liruted mare Miss WtHKlford, and after -Miss Woixl- 
ford’s triiiinplis it was won b.v I’ickixxket, Uace- 
land and Sir Excess. Sir Excess took it at Jerome 
I’itrk. 

.Vloiig with valid titles to most of the old Jerome 
Park stakes tlic Woodlawn Vase >y:is passed on liy 
tlie New York Jo<-ke.v Clnl> to Morris Park, where in 
IPtll it was won by tlobl Heels, in iptl2 liy Ad- 
vance Cnard and in I'.MKl ami IhiM liy 'nioinas Clyde's 
g<Kx! Penns.vTvania long distance runner Cold ilcels. 
-Vt Morris Park the Wixxihtwn Vase was an added 
attraction to tlie Jockey Clidi Weight-for-.\ge Kace. 
a gallop of one mile and an eiglitii for tliree-.vear- 
obls and over. Mr. Clyde liccame the owner of tlie 
tntpli.v by virtue of Shorthose’s successive victories 
ami lie licld it as jirivate ]>ropert.v until last year, 
when lie offered it in the I’reakness. 

OTHER RICH PIMLICO STAKES. 

The Preakness is Imt one of a group of valuable 
stakes tliiil will lx> decided at Pimlico in tlie course 
of tlie coming May meeting. Tlie most valuable of 
the other races are tlie jt.'i.uiM) Pimlico Spring Han- 
dicap. a gallop of mile and seventy yanis for three- 
year-olds and over; the ."to.OOt) tireeu Spring Valley 
Steeplecliase, of two miles throngii tlie fields for 
foiir-year-olds and over, and the S2.."IX) Spring Juve- 
nile Stakes, a sprint of four iind one-iialf furlongs 
for two year-olds. 'J'liis year, as for several year- 
past. tlicre will be no entrance fee in any of tin- 
i’iiulico stakes and purses, yet to close, llowever. 
a starting f»x- will lx- chargi-rl in the stakes. Als<i 
in jiurses and haiidieaps, wlien the weights have 
been acceiited. elevciitli liour withdrawals below the 
iiiinlt'er of eiglit will lx- assessed five JXT eeilt of 
the purs<-s, ami all money p.iid into the secretary’s 
offlec in this nianner will he divnied between tlie 
serxnid and third liorse. jn tii,. priqxirtion of sixty 
and fort.v |x-r eent. Moreover tin: I’imlico nianage'- 
iiieiit will continue its cslaldisheil policies of divid- 
ing its coiitrilmtions to stakes into four siiiiis and 
of niuiutuining a high weiglit scale, the object of this 
latter practice Ixing to prolong the usefulness of 
jockeys of age and experienee. 

•Steeplecha.sing will lx- one of the most Jittractivc 
features of tiie coming I’imlico meeting. In addition 
to the S.A.lHNi (Irccn Spring Valley, which was a .SL'.lKm 
ratx- last year, there will lx- a cross country race on 
€-neh day’s program and several of the overnight af- 
fairs will lx- for Sl.tKAl. .Altogether the Maryland 
Jockey (Tub will a<ld $107.tKiO to its stakes and 
purses, which Slim is just $14,000 more flian was 
added last fall in the course of a meeting of eleven 
days’ duration.

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I STAR SHOOT ONCE AGAIN FIGURES AS THE PREMIER I 

I SIRE OF NORTH AMERICA |

Once again Star Slioot figures as the itremier sire of Xortli .America. His supremacy over his great 
rival. Broomstick, was not definitely estaldished nntil late in the racing campaign of 1317. His success 
broke tlie tie lx*tweeu tlie two and now of the seven last years Star Sluxit has been tlie leader in four and 
Broonistiek in three, a reeord without a preeedeiit iii our annals of breeding. In one respect Broomstick 
shows best. That is in the hrilliaiic.v of liis progeny. Star Slioot had nothing in his big family to com- 
pare witli such as Regret. Kicket.v. Eseoba or Tiiqiity AA'itcliet. But lie is a great stallion and his influ- 
ence will extend far and lieueficiiiUy in our breeding of tlie future. His brilliant son. ITicle. lias given a 
eonvincing proof of this, and inany of his daughters are already dams of winners. His iirogeny won the 
excellent total of $131, (>74 in 1917, while Broouistiek’s credited liini with $124,lt!S. The first instance in 
inaiiy years of two sires Iniviiig a cre<lit of over $10fM)00 in tlie same year. It will lx* observed that 
Star Shoot’s preiniersliip was won for him hy eiglity-oiie sons and daughters, while Broomstick’s family 
was the much smaller nuniher of tliirty-five. 

Dick Welles liroiiglit up in tliird place and his brother, Dick Finuell, also gained a place in the list 
of twenty leading sires, (’omhined the progeny the two brothers won $J.AS.224. It is worth observing 
tlmt through them tlie line of King Tom is nourishing in this country. King 'Tom was a son of the great 
Irish horse, Harkaway, and the immortal broodmare. Pocalioiitas. thus Ix'ing a half brother of tlie “Em- 
peror of Stallions.” Stockwell. 'The line is of great value and the two Dicks are doing invaluable service 
for oiir breeding interests. 

Two Englisli sires of great note and never in tliis country, Fundridge and Marco, have a place in the 
list tlirnngh the prowess of tlieir ilistingnished sons. Sun Briar at d Omar Khayyam.

ruble N-fore tlie war was valued at 1.5 cents). Tlie 
central powers vvere prepared to return to Russia 
7,(M)0 s<iu:ire miles^ in tiie_ Grodno government, 
Province of Litluiauia. Russi,*i sliould agree n(>t to 
spread revolutionary propaganda in the central em- 
pires. Tlie commercial treaty whicli was abrogateil 
at llie war sliould be recoiislituted and extended 
thirty years. 

A new revolution is near in Mexk.o and Felix 
Diaz is reported as tlie probable leader. German 
agents are lielieved to have fostered tlie idea. 

Tlie white liean I'l'op of f'.aiifornia, amounting to 
.30.000.000 iKiuiids, lias been eommaudeered by tlie 
I nited .States army.

POINTERS ON PICKING YEARLINGS 



Charles T. Patterson, Who Bought Omar Khayyam, 
Gives Advice on Buying Thoroughbreds, 



Ch.nrles T. Patterson, who bought the now famous 
Omar Kha.vyam for $1..5oo as a .yearling in England 
and later trained and won the Kentucky Derb.v witli 
liiiii tills .year, and wlio years ago develoiu'd tlie 
miglity Hamburg, camimigned Ornament niid many 
otlier Imrses wifli rare success, lias sound ideas oii 
tlie tliorouglihred. 

“It takes time to get a good stalile even if you 
have millions of dollars.’’ said lie. "If ball teams 
sliould wait uiilil .April to get tlieir pla.vers to - 
gi'tlier. tliey would not liave a cliaiice to win a im.|i- 
liaiit. Iwcaiise other teams would liave all the great 
ida.vers and you would not be read.v wlieii the um- 
pire said ’play bail.’ 

“Most jieople elaim tliat you caiiimt ti'll anytliing 
alMuit a .yearling. I claim .von eaii. Here’s m.v 
reason: For iiistaiiee, Ilamliiirg, Sysonli.v or Colin, 

starling for Hie first time, may run a seiisatiomil 
raee and everyliody goes wild aliout tlieiii after 
tile raee is over. Iiiit tlie winning of tlie race, even 
ill ri‘<-ord time, did not eliaiige tlie appearance of 
till* liorse. He looked tlie same liefore lie went into 
tlie race as he did when lie came out of if. 

“l\e liave a great niuii.r trainers and some extra 
gooil ^ones. but fi*w liorsi*meii. Wliiit 1 mean hv 
that is. we have many a man wlio can train a liors'e 
and, train him well if you give liim tlie liorse, Imt 
give iiini the money and tell liim to liny some nii- 
trieU yearlings or 'raw material.’ lie cannot do it. 
Jliere are few jieopIe tliaf know tlie liorse Imsiiiess. 
.Aii.vliody can see a tiling after it lias liappeiied, Imt 
tliere IS not a man in ten thousand wlio can see a 
riic<‘ horse l>i*fore he shows. 

Muii.v .vearlin;js are riiitie<1 by runiiinjr tlH*m nt 
ton s|»ee<l t)efore they ore rea<ly or seasoned. Tindr 
Jejjs are soft ainl tliey l>eeoiiie nn.soiiml; tliey ean- 
not show their t>est if they are niisoiind. One* of the 
greatest horses I ever saw — Salvidere — could lH*at 
any liorse lie met wlien s(»und, but lie eould not 
beat the onlinar.v horse when he t>e<’Mme unsound. 

“As for horses ninniiur over a lonj: distance of 
ground, I think we have just as manv now as we 
ihd ill the old days, but they aiv trained and race 
differently. A\ e train so much for .speed nowadays 
liorsi's Ix-iome wliat you call s|M>ed crazy. Yi'm 
cannot place them unless y„u |,„|| tlieili' Iiard. 
v\ lieu a liorse is niiiiiing iimier a strong puli. Iiis 
lieart and lungs arc working just as hard as if 
yon were letting liim run — on tlie same iiriiiciple 
as putting an automobile against a stone wall and 
tnriiing on tlie engine. Tlie engine would he work- 
ing just as liard and you would lie using j'nst as 
miicli gasoline as if the auto was moving. 

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN GREAT AND FAST, 

Tliere is a wide difTcrcnce between a great horse 
and a fa.st horse. 3'lie great horse is a fast horse 
at any distance, wliile tlie fast horse, or sprinter, 
can onl.r run a short distance. There are m.-iiiv 
fast liorses, hut few great ones. All horses are not 
made alike, but any great liorse, wlien yon come to 
look him over, yon will find lias some iioiiils to 
make iiini great. The greatest deep mud horse I 
ever saw was Judge Himes, and wlien I looked liim 
^ lonml a liorse with wonderful slioulders. 

“We have wliat I would call natural and mann- 
factnrert race liorses. The natural race horse is tlie 
better, for tlie i-ea.son tliat he eaii run at an.v and 
all times, iirovided. of course, tliat he is sound and 
well. A striking example of a niannfactnred race 
horse was Beau Gallant. 'The two 
.Tears old he was getting lieaten in selling races 
and in tlie fail lie heat tlie great ('oniiiiando and 
gave him one iionnd. This was after lie had lieen 
trained all summer and every muscle was .set and 
lie was ill imrfect condition. .After he was tlirowii 
out of training to go into winter Quarters lie never 
sliowed anything like tlie same form. If he had 
lw‘en a natural niiiner this would not have liappen- 
ed. bei-anse tlie natural runner can alwavs run: 
even w'hen out of training he has liis speed.* but, of 
course, has to be conditioned to iiidintuiii it over a 
long distance of ground. 

“.Action i.s a great tiling. The nicely actioned 
horse will always run more true to form tliaii the 
horse with Imd action, because if lie is knocked off 
liis stride in a race he can recover it immediately, 
while the bad actioned horse cannot do this. 

“AVe have some fairly good horses with had 
action liecause they have great strength. King 
Janii's was one of these. He was considered a 
great horse, lint when he met Ballot and Celt he 
had to lie contented with the place. 

"I think wlien you sum up everything, the head 
is tlie most imiMirtaiit thing to be considered. All 
great horses, like great men, have a head on them 
that looks the iiart. Great breadth between the 
eyes, with a big, strong Jaw and a good, full eye. 
Beware of the horse with the liog or elephant eve. 

“,A great horse looks the part, but there are few 
people who can see it. 'fliis, I tliink, i.s a gift 
born ill a person — sometliiiig one cannot acQiiire. 

WHAT CONSTITUTES GREAT HORSE. 

“Breeding is a great thing and no matter liow 
well-bred the horse is, lie must b«* made rigid — 
ever.vtliing must matcli about him and lie must lie 
Iicrfectl.v bal.aiicod to he a really great horse. Tlie 
finest clock in the world will not continue to run 
if Jt IS not hung plumb or if there is a wlieel in 
It tliat does not fit. Ever.vtliing must work in 
liarnioiiy. Wlien .voii get u iierfect horse, tlie better 
the lireediiig tlie tx-tter tlie liorse. 

e have wliat .von call high and low geared 
horses, just the .same as tlie high and low speed 
of tlie automobile. The low-geared horse makes a 
lot of fuss, hilt diH^s not <*over the ground and tlie 
liigh geared horse does not make aiiv fuss or effort, 
blit lie eovers tlie ground and when yon put the two 
togetlier for a trial it is the s.ame ‘thing as a man 
walking witli a lady with a hohlile skirt. 

"A'oiiiig liorses an* tlie ones to buy or lK*t on be- 
cause you often get 10 to 1 on a .vouiig horse tliat 
sliould lx* 3 to .5. On tlie older liorses you get 3 
to 5 wlien he should lie 6 or 8 to 1. Tliere is a top 
to every liill. The young liorse is on tlie side going 
up. where tliere’s nxiin for improvement and the 
older liorse has reached tlie top and must oonie 
down. Blit tlie pnblie cannot see tliis until they have 
lost tlieir money. Adams Kxim*ss, Plate Glass and 
Higli Private are good examides of wliat 1 call tlie 
old horse. Tlie public are always backing them on 
what the.y have done and it is almost a certainty 
tliey never will he wliat they liave been. I don’t 
care who trains tliem. 

“.An experienced man can tell the high-geared 
horse from the low-geared one, just tlie same as 
yon can sit in an antoiiiohile and tell wlicii Hie 
chaffeiip changes from low to liigli six*ed. Tlie 
liigh -geared liorse looks the part and if you were 
to measure him, yon would find lie had great leiigtli 
from liin to hock and wlicn you galloped him you 
would find he covered ground witlioiit any exer- 
tion. 

“Hindoo. Ornament, Africander. Sysonby. Yo 
Tambien. _ Artful and Salvidere were liigli-geared 
liorses with splendid aetioii. An.v yearling bred 
right, tliat hxik.s tlie part, with a<-lioii like any of 
the above-mentioned horses, woiihl snn*ly do to 
bn.v at any priee witliin reason. A liorse of this 
kind cannot helii but make good. .Any man witli 
money going Into the race liorse hnsiiiess sliould not 
buy .a yearling tliat did not look to liave a cliance 
to be a great horse. 

GREAT HORSES FEW AND FAR BE'TWEEN. 

“Tlie great Longfellow was a particularly high- 
geared liorse. He liad wonderful length from the 
ixiint of Ills liip to tlie point of liis Iimk and was a 
liorse of tremendous stride. He could run fast and 
far. Yon can buy tlie ordinary liorse every day, 
but great liorses are few and far between*. One 
great liorse is worth a stalile full of ordinary ones. 
Everybody knows of the late James R. Keeiie. .Au- 
gust Belmont. .1. K. Madden and James Rowe lie- 
cause tliey liad great horses. 

".A .yearling must be made riglit. A great many 
of tliem are deficient in one place nr aiioHier. 
'file majority of them arc made wrong in front, 
eitlier ill tlie knee or elbow.'Tliis makes them p.iddle 
and liit tlieir liocks (wliat we call ’swift cutting’). 
Some are made like the Inilldog— wide in front. As 
a rule, these liorses will not run over a long 
distance of ground. b«»canse tlieir action in fanit.v. 

"in buying yearlings yon must look for tlie ones 
witli tile riglit kind of a frame. If .von see ,a nar- 
row frame for a hnildiiig yon can exp<*ct a 
narrow building — the same with the .vearliiig. AVe 
find a great niaii.v horses witli an extremcl.v sliort 
rib near tlie Idp. 'I'liese liorses Mill look all riglit 
when fat. but when thc.v are read.v to race tliey will 
draw tip to the rh and look like a greylionnd. * Tlicy 
haven’t the eoiistitntiou to make a great liorse. 

“The first-eliiss stake horse will kill tn-o or three 
ordiiiar.v horses if you try to train tliem with Iiini. 
because lie lias ail Hie Qualities when* the ordiiiar.v 
liorse lias not and lie can do ids work Mitli so much 
more ease. 'I'lie ai tiial running of tlie liorse in a. 
trial or race does not Imrt him at all. It is the 
nervous strain getting up to and going Hirougli tlie 
race. 

“You may say. why should I tell all tliis Mliicli 
it took me Hiirl.v years to learn witli mucli liard 
work and worry and assiaiatioii witli Hic licst trot- 
ting and riiniiiiig liorsenicn. But, as 1 liave said 
licfore. I Hiink picking .vcaiiiiigs is a gift and 
if I told all 1 knew tliere isn’t one man in ten 
tliousand could do it.’’ 
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
